Interesting Observations of a Bryan Boy 
Now Employed There. 


Humble, Tex., March 13, 05. 
E ditor Eagle, Bryan, Tex. 
Here comes a letter from a Bryan 
boy who is now working at the 
much-talked-of Humble oil field, 
a place which was a wilderness six 
months ago, and which to-day has 
more than 3000 population; a place 
that has risen from obscurity to 
eminence—a place talked about all 
over the United States and in for­ 
eign lands. 
There are specimens 
of humanity here representing all 
kinds of characters, from the New 
York capitalist to the degenerates 
who are tough unto toughness. 
It 
is stated today that fifty of this 
latter class were scooped in by the 
rangers yesterday. 
I arrived at Humble Feb. 28th 
from a point east of here where I 
had been employed at installing 
electric motors in the mills of the 
Kirby Lumber Co. 
These motors 
are used for planing or dressing 
lumber, the coming power of the 
Twentieth century. 
On arriving 
at Humble I at once went to work 
for the Guffey Oil <fc Petroleum Co., 
who own several wells and a pump 
station at this point. 
One of the gas wells caught fire 
March 8th and is still burning, the 
flames leaping 75 feet in the air. I 
am on duty for my company to 
night; am half a mile from the
